Three days agoevery member of 
the order had been notified that in case the 
words contained in the above cipher were 
repeated to him he was to consider it an 
order from the General Executive Board to 
stop work, with the promise of that order to 
help him in case he needed support. 
THE SIGNAL GIVEN. 

The mystic signal was given at this end, 
thatis, in the Grand Central Depot, the 
freight yards at Thirty-second street, Sixty- 
fifth street and John’s Park, at about 7 or 
about twenty minutes after] o’clock. Many 
ofthe switchmen, yardmen and brakemen 
bad just come on duty * few 
minutes before the order was 
given. As soon as the cipher was read 
to them they quietiy put on thelr hats and 
coats and left the yard. The delegate who 
Went around among them with the cipher 
message held in his band one of the cheap 
Webster dictionaries sold on the street for 10 
or ö cents. This was his badge of authority. 

At 7:45 there was notaswitchman or yard- 
man in the yards at the Grand Central Depot. 
At the yards of the company at Thirty-third 
street a freight train rolled in at just To“ elock. 
Immediately the entire crew, including 
scat- 
time the switch- 

yard quit work. 
10 few minutes later, Engine 
No. 1 arrived from the Hudson and 
Laight street yard, it was obliged to stop at 
the switches. The fire was drawn and the 
engineer left hie post. About one hundred 
and fifty men in gli quit work at this point, 
including a dozen engineers. The men left 
quietly. Many of them did hot know that a 
strike had been ordered until they were told 
to stop work. 

A GENERAL WALE-ODT. 

Atthe Sixty-third street yards the entire 
force quit work with the exception of afew 
warehouse men. The tracks were dlocked 
and over 1,000 cars stood around with nobody 
to move them. J. J. Loftus, Chief Train Dis- 
— at these yards, said: It was a com- 
plete and most disagreeable surprise to me. 
We are completely blocked. Iam astonished, 
too, by the strength of the Knights. Even 
the eighteen engineers whom 1 had under my 
charge have left us. There are close to 200 
men out in this yard.“ 

On the river front from Fifty-ninth to Sey- 
enty-ninth street all the barges and boats of 
the company were tied up. Great loads of 
coffee, sugar, Ste., were waiting to be moved. 
Here again the company met with a surprise 
in the strength of the Knights. It was not 
known that many of the freight handlers on 
the docks were members of the Knights of 
Labor, but yet on dock G alone seventy- eight 
men quit work. The clerks appeared as üsual 
to work, but there was nothing for them to 
do. Four thousand bags of coffee, the desti- 
nation of which was Dayton, Cleveland and 
Indianapolis, are also awaiting removal. 
Seven hundred men will be obliged to quit 
work on account of the tie-up in the Hudsoa 
street yard of the company. Only a small 
proportion of these, however, are Knights. 
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To-Day’s Developments. 


New Tonk, Aug. 9.—The first train which 
left the Grand Central Depot this morning 
passed underneath thé big wooden bridge at 
Forty- fifth street at exactly 8:50-0’clock. Four 
cars were attached to this train, and these 
were occupied by the mall sorters, whose 
duty it was to distribute the mails vefore the 
train reached Albany. There were 30 pas- 
sengers aboard. * 

The tie-up on the road was complete. Every 
trainman, brakeman, switehman, engineer 
and conductor, except those necessary to at- 
tend to the running of the mail trains, 
stopped work on the order of the Executive 
Board of District Assembly No. 246.

Webb took charge of the men as soon as they 
entered the - He had been up all night 
superintending the company’s business and 
consniting with the police officials from time 
to time regarding the safety of the passengers

Some, however, 
went to the W Twenty-second Street Ferry 
ahd purchased their tickets for various points 
throughout the State. They were enabled to 
travel on this route, although the trains were 
somewhat delayed by the unusual traffic 
thrown upon the road. All the West Shore 
trains went out last ulght and the 3:30 train 
this morning was particularly crowded. 

Aft II o’ciock last night the St. Louis train 
came in at the West Shore Depot, The bag- 
gage was handled by the trainmen and no ex- 
citement was observabie. Train Inspector 


‘Williams and Trainmaster Reick were ro- 
sponsible fer the management of the yard. 

Vo freight trains left between S o’ clock last 
night and 1 o’clock this worning. The strik- 
ers all conducted themseives in an orderly 
manner. They say they are determined not 
to work until the discharged men are rein- 
stated. The Executive Board of District As- 
seinbiy 246 was in session ail night. 

POLICE PROTECTION. 

Acting gu Byrnes was notified by the 
officers of t Hudson River Rallroad at 4 
o clack yesterday afternoon that a strike was 
imminent. The strike,they said, would not 
occur before 7 o’ clock, when the crews would 
be changed. Atéo’clock the Inspeq sr sent 
officers to all the switching stations. The 
Inspector had aleo all the bridges over the 
track guurded so that the trains should not be 
assalled by missiles. The river front from 
Sixtieth to Seventy-ninth street on the North 
River was particularly guarded. This is the 
grain elevator district... Inspector Byrnes re- 
mained at his post ali night. To-day he has 
detectives all along the bridges and in the 
tunnels. Nofreight cars will be run to-day, 
but the Inspector has received a dis- 
patch to the effect that the 
officials will try to run a passenger train at 1 
o’cleock. Inspector Williams will have charge 
at the Grand Central Depot and on Fourth av- 
enue to Eieventh street. 
will have charge from Orne Hundred 
Tenth street to Spuyten Duyvil Oreek on the 
Kast Side, Inspector Steers will have charze 
ofthe west side of thecity all the way up. 
The steamboat patréi will guard the North 
Riverfront. The res@rveés are held at most of 
the precincts and th@ Inspector says he will 
preserve order at any cost. 

THE SITUATION IMPROVISG. 

There was conbider@bie of an improvement 
im the situation at the, Grand Central Depots 
this. morning as co ared to that of last 
night, and the notice nouncing a temporary 
suspension of paseemmer trafo was taken 
down. Between 6 andel0 o’ clock seven trains 
came in—some were through trains and 
others locai—made upßotf the cars that were 
stulied at Harlem an@ Mott Haven. At the 
General Manager’s office, Vice-President 
Webb said that he did sot think the matter 
would assume any gig@ntic proportions and 
that men would be fo@gnd to man the trains. 
‘The majority of those who have leit are 
sewitchmen and yardma@n, and their places are 
being flied as rapidiy as possible. This 
morning alarge crowd of railroad men came 
over on the ferries from Jersey City, all 
bound for the Giand Central Depot.

m., and the Chicago limited at 9:50. The of- 
ficers of the read are of the opinion that by 
to-night they will havethe road running in 
very fair order. Everything was quiet at the 
Grand Central, Quite a large erowd 
congregated in the various wait- 
ing-reoms, but employes from the infor- 
mation bureau posted the anxious passengers 
on their prospects of aspeedy departure and 
everything was taken good naturedly. A 
large force of pelice was on hand to preserve 
order and protect the property on the road. 
Capt. Mellvain had all bie men on duty, be- 
sides 150 extra men who were detalied to as- 
sisthim. At every bridge from the Grand 
Central to the Hariem River there are pickets 
of five men and squads of police patrol the 
yards. No disturbances of any kind aro re- 
ported. The yards were deserted except by 
the few men at work. No loungers were 
areund, and there were no gatherings of men 
along the line trom the Harlem River down to 
the Grand Central Depot.

HOLLAND NOT RESPONSIBLE. 

A reporter met Mr. J. J. Holland of the 
General Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor at the Grand Union Hotel tnis morning. 
Mr. Holland said: ‘‘l have been somewhat 
misrepresented in this matter, 1 was sent 
here to lüvestigate the matter and try and ar- 
bitrate it. After my attempt at a conference 
with the officials of the road yesterday I ieit 
for Brooklyn, and the papers this morning 
tell me more than I eve knew or dreamt of. 
I had no idea that a strike would be ordered. 
I did not order it and did not countenance it, 
My duty was to laythe matter before the 
Ezecutive Board in Detroit aud await their 
orders. Thestrike was ordered by tho local 
assembly, which they havea perfect right to 
do, but Il was totally unaware of any such in- 
tention on their part. 

When asked aboutthe extent of the strike

It Will Be «a Stubborn Contest. 


ALBANY, N. T., Aug. 9.—From observations 
at the almost controlling station of the 
Central Railroad lines it is evident that the 
strike of the employes is going to be one of the 
most stubborn and formidable in the history 
of the country. Itis here that trouble is ex 
pected, for here are massed the best of the 
road’s detectives and numerous Pinkerton 
speciais. The presence of the latter seems to 
aggravate the case, for the Kuights of Labor 
are bitter foes of the Pinkerton Secret 
Service. The railroad authorities here are 
inclined to be reticent, but no more 80 
than the men themselves. Mr. Wilson 8. 
Bissell, General Superintendent of the road 
for thissection, admitted to the United Press 
reporter this morning that the strike had as. 
esumed.a most serious aspect. ‘‘No trains of 
any description are running and the Buffalo 

ard men went out this morning,’’ said Mr. 

iseell. **‘We have sent out the road’s uiti- 
matam im the matter, ulring the men to zo 
to work or else consider themselves dis- 
charged. We believe we shall be able to fill 
their places. Ido not Know when we shall be 
able to send outa train. You understand that 
eur position Im the matter is simply that we 
believe we have a right te discharge and hire 
as we please. We dischar certain men 
boone, the wary laber agitators. Weshali 
not yield an inch.’ 

Mr. Bissell admitted that Mr. Vanderbilt 
through Vice-President Webb had issued an 
order to fight the strike even if th had to 
spend a million dollars. Mr. Bissell furtner 
admitted that he thought the strike would be 
one of the largest most exte 


ifthe strike ends. The men are thoroughly 
organized and claim this morning that they 
shave the best of the road. District Master 
Workman Lee said this morsing that the 
Knights would issue a statement to-night 
showing just what their position is. If what 
they claim istrue they are able to paralyze 
the commerce of the State and partially the 
country. It is said that to-night the West 
Shore and Erle roads will be shut down and 
that by to-morrow noon there will not be a 
railroad in the State in operation. 

When asked about this Mr. Lee said that the 
Central road would find that in their contract 
to break the organization of the Kniehts they 
had undertaken too much. If needs be the 
Knights could get the engineers and firemen 
to go out and that would completely stop 
traffic. Not only that but if goods shi 
over the road were taken by any boat line that 
line would also be stopped. 

Third Vice-President Webb telegraphed to 
Mr. Bissell this morning to fill the strikers’ 
places, but no action was taken. 

The Knights are in session at their head- 
quarters andthe doors are closely guarded. 
It is believed that they are preparing a state- 
ment. The orders of the Knights are not to 
molest, and indeed toassist any mail train 
through. The mail from the West went 
through here four hours late, and the South- 
ern mail was five hours late. The conductors 
and baggagemen were doing the braking for 
the trains. No other trains of any description 
are running. The first attempt to send a train 
through was made this morning aud was un- 
successful. An engine with six cars loaded 
with perishable goods was started out of West 
Albany. Hardly had it gone twenty yards when 
the engineer was compelled to reverse his 
lever, the track being filled witha perfect 
horde of men who said not aword but re- 
fused to move. When the train stopped the 
men boarded the engine, and in a few minutes 
there was not a man visible, the engineer and 
fireman having joined the strikers. At 11 
o’clock this morning an attempt was made to 
move atrain in the depot yard. A posse of 
police were present to await the. commands 
ot Yard Master Foster. The strikers biovok- 
aded the tracks and defied the police. 

„Shall I meve them?’’ asked the Sergeant of 
Foster. 

Foster looked at the men a minute and then 
said: ‘‘I shall not give any orders. 

Mr. Bissell aiso seemed afraid to take the 
respoasibility, but suggested that the men be 
arrested for vagrancy. This the police re- 
fused to do, and the train did not move. 


Out at Baffale.

Of course, the 
switehmen leaving their posts blocked up the 
tunneland tied up the road, but the men 
generally stuck by their trains. 
We had to put in fifteen or 
twenty switchmen and we have ali 
we want. We can take care of them, 
feed them and provide them with sleeping ac. 
commodations in the depot if necessary. It 
was only the night cabin switehmen who 
struck. All the day cabin switchmen reported 
for duty this morning. The brooklyn Eleva- 
ted Railroad Co. kindly offered to supply us 
withanumber of switchmen and yardmen. 
We have got ample police rotec- 
tion, but we do not fear any disturbance. 
The men are now practically all back at work, 
and by to-morrow the whole thing will be 
cleared up. No, weshall most decidedly not 
have anytbing todointhe way of conference 
or anything of the sort with the Knights of 
Labor orany of our men as such. With our 
own employes we are 28 willing to con- 
fer. The men who were Gischarged ate no 
longer ouremployes. Atl have already sald, 
they will not be reinstated.’’ 

Mr. Webb seemed to be not at all disturbed; 
indeed, he seemed to be well pleased that the 
difficulty had practically been so quickly 
settied.

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AN EXPERT'S ESTIMATE OF THE WHEAT: 
YIELD IN THE NORTHWEST: 


The Outleek in Minnesota and the Dakotas 
Is the Red River Valley—Almost Com- 
plete Fatture of the Petate Crop in Un- 

-mots—Influence of the Dry, Hot Weather 
im Other States—Bulletine From Iowa 
and Michigan. 


DvuLoTs, Minh., Aug. 9.—John Inglis, the 
wellknown crop expert, estimates the wheat 
crop of the Dakotas and Minnesota at 91,000, - 
0U0 bushela. There is a good average crop 
throughout the Red River Valley, said he. 
The acfeage under wheat in Minnésota is 
larger than ever before. The Govertiment 
puts the increase in acreage for Minnesota for 
this year at 500,000. This of Goursée cannot be 
verified, but I believe that there ia a 
large increase, perhaps 100,000. The acreage 
of the Dakotas will average about the same as 
that of last year. Ik there is any shrinkage in 
wheat acreage to be found anywhere in the 
Northwest it is certainiy in South Dakota. The 
crops ia the West and Southwest Dakotas are 
poor. What the exact yield will be it is im- 
possible to predict at this date, but it will be 
quite small. From the central line, north and 


south, running through the Dakotas, the 
crop gradually grows better in 
streaks and especially toward the 
North vatil you reach the Red River Valley, 


where it is best. The widest portion of the 
area of good crops runs from Jamestown to 
the Red River. In the Red River Valley the 
crop is geod, beginning at the head of Lake 
Traverse, and becoming better and better as 
you go north until you reach Manitoba, which 
will harvest an exceliontcrop. To sum up lI 
mightsay the west crop is poor over the 
Northwest outside of the Red River Valley. 


Texas Cotton. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Aug. 9.—The crop reports 
are most encouraging, and indicate that the 
present crop of cotton will be one of the larg- 
est, if not the largest, ever raised in the State. 


Reports arefull and complete, covering the 
ontire cotton-producing area and embracing 
276 potuts in 128 counties. The dates run from 
August 2 to August 6, the average being Au- 
gust 5, since which no material change has 
taken place except gradual extension of rain- 
fall into régions complaining of drouth. 
Nearly al unfavorable reporta come 
from West and Southwest Texas. Cen- 
tral, southeast and coast counties re- 
ort crops fully up to or above 
ast year, while as a rule crops in Central 
Texas are the best that have been produced 
in Texas in years, There is some complaint 
of worms, butno damage has yet been done, 
aud as farmers are prepared to kill thém of, 
it is not probable that there will beany. A 
good idea of the exact condition of the cotton 
crop may be formed from the following sum- 
mary of reports: One hundred and ten points 
report the condition as good, seventy-five as 
very good (comparison being made with the 
famous yield of 1882, with these) sixty-five as 
fair and twenty-eight as not good.

Michigan Creps. 


LANSING, Mich., Aug. 9.—The monthly crop 
report for August, issued by the Secretary of 
State, shows a material improvement in the 
wheat crop over the July estimate. The re- 
porte from 800 correspondents give the aver- 
age yield iu the southern counties at 14.6 
busbels pér acre; the central, 12.8; the north- 
ern, 14.55. The threshers report an excess of 
the above, viz. : 18 66 in the southern and 19.60 
in the central. The quality is reported fully 
up to the average, only twenty-eight out of 
512 correspondents reporting it bad. Oats 
yield inthe southern chunties 29, central 31 
and nortbern 28 bushels per acre. The hay 
cropisfully up to the average and was se- 
cured in prime condition. The condition of 
corn is 75 in southern counties instead of 91 
July 1. It 16 2 in the central and 101 in the 
northern counties. The marked decline in 
oats and corn is owing tothe severe and ex- 
tended drouth, which has also seriously 
affected meadows and pastures. 


Sharp Fall in Temperature. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—R. W. Dunham & Co. ro- 
ceived advices this morning to the effect that 
the temperature at Minnedosa fell last night 
to 80 dég., or 2 deg. below the freezing point, 


and that a general frost was probably ex- 
pemienced throughout Manitoba. The exhibi- 
tion of this digpateh on the Board of Trade 
caused a jump in the price of wheat of over 2 
cents.

Corn, 79% ver cent. Threshing yields: Oats, 
80 basheis per acre; winter wheat, 14%; spring 
wheat, II. The rains of the first week in 
August have brightened the outlook for corn. 
With good conditions the rest of the season 
corn will make 75 per cent average crop.

WESTEEN Ca&USING SERIOUS FRICTION. 


it Recedes From the Recent Agreement 
Meeting of the Officials of the Lines 
Interested—Impertant Move ef the New 
Management of the Réading—Its Inde- 
pendent Outlets te New York Harbor 
Ballway News. 


CHIcaco, i., Aug. 9.—4 local paper says: 
The s@vanced beale of freight rates from Chi- 
cago to the Missouri River and Northwestern 
points bas been in effect only eight days and 
already theré are signs of an approaching 
storm. When thé lines interested agreed to 
advance the rates to st. Paul and Minneapolis 
to the basis of 50 cents first-class from the 
former basis of 40 cents, it was also agreed to 
abolish the proportional tariff on business 
originating east of Chicago, and apply the 
same rates on through and local traffic. The 
proportional tariff was based on 80 cents 
Orst-class and was ocaneolled by all the 
lines when the advanced schédule went 
into effect August 1. But it now appears that 
One of the roads bas re-established this pro- 
portional tariff. The Chicago & North westera 
has hot only abolished proportional rates on 
the 30-cent basis from Chicago and Milwaukee 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis, but nas had 
them in effect since August5, No previous 
notice of its intention was fled with Chairman 
Faithorn and the other roads have just 
learned of what has been done. It is probable 
that the Chicago & Northwestern has a good 


reason for this action, but some of 
its competitors are accusing it of 
bad faith and threatening to ‘ inaugur- 


ate another war of rates. Certainly if the 
proportional tariff isnot immediately with- 
drawn the other lines will be compelled to 
meet it, and in that case the local rates will 
have to come down. Any attempt to maintain 
a difference of 20 cents per 100 pounds be- 
tween the local and the proportional rate will 
call forth a protest from Chicago shippers, 
and they will be sustained by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission. Nothing will be 
done, howé¢ver, until a meeting of the inter- 
state lines bas been called to consider the 
matter and hear the explanation of the 
Chicago & Northwesters. ’ 


The Beading's New Outlets. 


New Tonk, Aug. 9.—Isaformation came from 
Philadeipbia last night that the most impor- 
tant movement by the Reading road since its 
reorganization has just been made by Presi: 
dent McLeod in securing for his company an 
independent outlet to New York harbor. The 
site chosen for the new terminal was the 
most favorable obtainable. It is situated on 
the New Jersey side of the Arthur Kill near 
Perth Amboy, at its confluence with the 
Raritan Biver, te which point vessels can 


sail directly at all times, the depth of 
the water at low tide being from 
thirty to forty feét. Here the Reading 


company will erect two large coal shipping 
pliers which will be extended 700 feet. Imme- 
diately in the rear of the piers a commodious 
freight and storage yard will be laid out to 
accommodate twenty-four trains, each 1,500 
to 2,000 feet in length. Extensive facilities 
will also be arranged for handling all kinds of 
coarse freight, such as iron ore, pig and 
structural iron, stone, etc., and the necessary 
wharves and docks, fitted with the most ap- 
proved appliances to afford vessels and ears 


quick dispatoh in loading and dis- 
charging their cargoes, will be con- 
structed. From this point the Read- 


ing road will have very easy access to 
New York harbor yia the Arthur Kill and the 
Kill von Kull, as wellasto the many large 
manufactories situated on the water routes in 
the northeastern partof New Jersey and on 
the two kills, Staten Island, Long Island City 
and Brooklyn, where large quantities of an- 
thracite and bituminous coal are constmed. 
Philadeiphia and New York are the great dis- 
tributing centers for anthracite coal. Until 
the year 1888 the Reading transported its coal 
from Bound Brook over the Jersey Central 
tracks to Eligzgabethport, where it leased a 
terminal dock from the Delaware, Lackawanna 


& Western Railway. The facilities there were 
quite limited. Inthe hope ot securing some 
relief the Reading, about two years ago, ar- 
ranged with the Jersey Central for track age to 
Port Liberty, where the North River Coal & 
Wharf Co. shipped its coal under contract. 
It was soon found, however, that the facilities 
of Port Liberty were entirely inadequate, but 
until recently no practice! solution of the 
diffieuities suggested itself. On account of 
the lack of facilities for handling and 
distributing the coal at Port Liberiy, 
the Reading Co. has found itself 
obliged to ship large quantities of coal 
through the Delaware 4 Raritan Canal from 
Port Richmond. From 100 te 150 boats belong- 
ing to the company have been engaged in this 
business, and on account of the excessive tolls 
charged by that canal the business has proved 
very unprofitable. A branch line of railroad 
eighteen miles in length was run from Bound 
Brook to connect with the terminal yard, 
and piers on the bay at Perth Am- 
boy wih be eonstructed. The new line 
will be built ia the most substantial manner. 
The roadway at present will be made fora 
Single track, laid with eighty-pound ralis, 
while bridges and masofiry will be éon- 
structed for a double track, but a8 soon as the 
single line is completed the grading for u 
seoond track willbe commenced. By its new 
faciiitiés the Reading Rallroad can handle 
2,500,000 tons ot coal per annum at Perth 
Amboy, entireiy tree from the control of any 
Other road.

The St. Louis Theatrical Brotherbood of &t.

LOCAL FURNACE MEN MAKE SERIOUS 
CHARGES AGAINST THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Assertions That the Centract for Colered 
Scheel No. 1 Were Let on General Speci- 
fications and In Such a Manner That 
Local Firms Anxieus to Bid Had No Op- 
portunity to Enter Into the Cempetition 
—Extra Charges Justified. 


The ory of ‘‘ring’’ inthe School Board is a 
monetonous sound, for it has been heard in 
those walle ever since the palmy days of the 
old book ring, aud whether there are rings or 
no rings, certainly the board and the com- 
mittees frequently justify the charge by their 
own acts. The cry now le furnace ring. 
ana back of itis the fact that the Bullding 
Committee has iliegally awarded a contract 
tor heating and ventilating No. 1 School, a 


contract involving %, 995. 

The furnace fight in the School Board is 
likely to bea livelyone. The campaiga be- 
gan last winter, when the Ruttan Heating & 
Ventilating Co. of Chicago took the members 
on ajauntto St. Paul. The ostensible pur- 
pose of that trip was to show them the com- 
pany’s system ot heating and ven- 
tilating, but the system was 
then in operation in two schoois 
in East St. Louis and it might have been seen 
there just as well asin St. Paul, buta trip to 
East St. Louis had no attractions. A ride on 
the electric line across the bridge was some- 
thing they did not care about, while a 
trip to 88. Paul in special car loaded 
with free wines and cigars was another 
matter. A week later the Fuller Warren 
Heating & Ventilating Co., also of Chicago, 
invited the board to takeatrip to New York, 
Trey and Beston. This followed the invita- 
tion of the Ruttan Co. for the purpose of 
breaking up that junket, but it was not suc- 
cessful. Theinvitation was debated for some 
time, but the members did not care for Bos- 
ton, so it was declined. They did, however, 


go to St. Paul at the expense of the Ruttan 
Oe. tosee whatthey could have seen in East 
St. Louis, and thus the campaign opened. 

Now the fight has come on a particular 
school aad the action of the committee is very 
strange, to say the least. Rule 70 of the 
School Board reads as follows: 

WHAT THE RULE SAYS. 

All work ou new bulldings and all repairsand ad- 
ditions costing more than 5100 shall be let by con- 
tract tothe lowest and best bidder. Nw bid exceed- 
ing $1, W shall be entertained unless accom- 
paniea a deposit of $200, whi h 
all be 413 forfeited if the accepted party fails 
to respond to the award. All bids for ne bulidings 
and for additions to old ones should be invited

cause to de prepared two bultetin boards, one of 
which shall be placed in the architect's office and the 
other in the Mechanica’ Exchange, upon which they 
shell cause to be posted a netice of all work for which 
bids are demaaded uader this rule. 
THE RULE VIOLATED. 

In receiving bide for the heating aud venti- 
latiug of No. 1 Bchool the committee violated 
this rule in two respects. They did not adver- 
tise for bids and none but these two compa- 
nies knew that bids were to be received or 
contracts awarded. By this means ail 
competiters were shut out and the con- 
test was divided between these two firms who 
seem to have divided the board inte two 
parties, the Ruttans and the Fuller & War- 
ren’s. The deposit of $200 did not accompany 
the bids as the rule requires, and yet the com- 
mittee entertaimed the bide and made the 
award. This was done in positive and direct 
violation of arule of the beard with which 
every member of the committee is familiar. 

There are st. Louis companies which would 
like to bid on schoolwork if they bad an op- 
portunity, but the secret system of privateiy 
motifying certain bidders and ignoring the 
rule which requires that bids shall be adver- 
tised for shuts them out. It is strange that 
the St. Louls School Board should be so 
deeply interested im two Chicago firms that 
they should bar out all other bidders, but that 
they have exciuded all other competition 
there is ne doubt. 

OTHER FIRMS CLOSED OUT. 

Mr. Daniel C. Murmane of the Champion Co. 
said: 1 have pians and specificati:- ns for 
that work which lwanted to submit to the 
committee, but lwaen’t given a chance. On 
Thursday before the bids were received I went 
to the building and saw the engineer. 
I told him I understood that the com- 
mittee was go0lm« to call for bids on 
heating and ventilating « school building. 
He talked about a new bullding and I said that 
I wasn't asking abouta new buiiding. Thea 
he asked me ifI meant No. 10 cho. I Said 
that] knew nothing about numbers, but that 
Idid wantto know what school the commit- 
tee was reeelving bids on. He said: 
‘They are talking about heating and 
ventilating No. 1 over on Fifteenth 
and Lucas am oa Go over there, you'll 
find it; you car’ ies it;“ and that was all the 
information I * hen I went to inguire. Ne 
one knew the bids were to be received except 
these two comparies. A member of the com- 
mittee teld me three months ago that the bids 
would be advertised for and I relied on 
that. When I asked the members why I 
wasn’t givenachanceto bid they looked at 
me as though they thought Iwas foolish, and 
ashed me why il wasn’t around. It 1 war te 
go to Uhicago to bid on aschool I'd ve kicked 
gut, dut a St. Louis firm can’t do work in the 
St. Leuls schools. They take upa Chicago 
house and give out the work secretly 
at an exorbitaat price. The price charged 
in that contractis outrageously bigh. There 
ie no excuse for it, forl know what the work 
is and what it can be donefor, It would have 
been done cheaper if it bad been open to com- 
petition. The*patter has been laid over until 
the next meeting efthe boardand I propose 
to be on band.’ 

Itissaidon goed authority that there are 
two firms in dt. Louis ready to doe that 
work, one for $38,300 and the other for 
much less, $1,500, and ready to give bonds 
that their work will meot the ulremente 
and accomplish the results desired, but they 
were given ne opportunity to bid, and the 
centract was awarded, Iiliegally awarded, 
to a Chicago house at $5, 000. Another strange 
thing is that the committee should spend such 
an amount of money on such a bullding. No. 
1 is the oid Franklin Branch, one of the oldest 
achoo!l bulidings in the city, and a ramshackle 
affair that is about worn out. It ie now a 
colored school. There is nota school buaild- 
1 in the city in which an expenditure of 

000 would de less permanent good than ina 
pe old ene, but the Building Committees 
works in mysterious ways. 

AWARDED ON GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS.

Ashantee’s King Mas Over 3,000 Wives—Te 
See Them Is to Die. 


From an Exchange. a 

Polygamy is practised to an extravagant 
degree in Asbantee. The more wives a man 
has the ‘higher his social importance. The 
number which a man in private life may have 
is limited by bis ability to purchase aad sup- 
portthem, but the number of wives which 
the King may have le limited by law—limited 
to the medest number of 8,333, and It is sald 
that he usualiv does not exceed this sum. 

At any rate, he must have more wives than 

ef his subjects, or his respectability will 
r. The present king actually bas the 
wives, and he has 600 ch Iidren. 

‘All the king has to do to get a wife is to 
ehoose any female he pleases, no matter how 
young she may be. Girls are often 2 
when they are less than 10 years eld, and in 
such cases thev are left with their mothers 
until ot mature age, at which time they are 
taken to join the rest of the 3,333. 
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wives during the working season attend to | 


the king’s plantations, but the reat of the 
time they live at Coomasi, the Ashantee cap- 
ital, where they occupy two long streets. 
When they go out for a walk im a body, as is 
Otten the case, they are preceded by a num- 
ber of eunuchs, who beraild their coming, 
that all men may disappear and avold looking 
upon them. When tiis is impossible 4. they 
must fall upon their faces to the groun 

If a white man happens to be there, and un- 
derstands not the law, the eunuchs turn bis 
face away from the advancing women. 


ECONOMY IN SHOES, 


A Little Philesephy on a Sobject ef Univer- 
sal Interest. 


From the New-York San. 

Almost every one tries to be economical at 
one time or another, but there are very few 
people who economise wisely. Clothing is 
one of the easiest things to be foolishly econ- 
omical abeut. This is particularly true about 
shoes. Shoes are essential to comfort, though 
perhaps not to happiness. Aman who has 
tight shoes on, or whose shoes wabbie around 


on his feet, cannot be really comfortable, 
neither can he be comfortable if his shoes are 
crooked or twisted, or do not look well. If he 
has to wear the same pair of shoes every day, 
they wear at the same places on his feet and 
detract from his comfort. It is also bad busi- 
ness policy. 

Shoes cost from $1.% up to $14 a pair. Four- 
teen dollars is as much as any pair of ordi- 
nary walking shoes costin New York City. 
Second-hand shoes can be bought as low as 
2 cents apair. There ls a wide margin be- 
tween these extremes. Aman who wants to 
be economica! usually buys neither one kind 
of shoes nor the other. He does not buy 814 
shoes because they cost too much, he does not 
buy second-hand shoes because he does 
not like the idea of having sec- 
ond-hand things. Usualiy he ets 
an imitation of the best grade of shoes. his 
is the most costiy thing he can do. A real 814 
shoe will outwear two $7imitations of it, It 
will not outwear two $7 pairs of shoes that are 
$7 pairs of shoes and donot pretend to be 
anythingelse. But that is not so much what 
the economical man buys. Instead of going 
to the cheaper shoe stores and getting their 
best shoes, he goes toone of the costiy shoe 
stores and gets their cheapest shoes. nis is 
one of the petty economies which a man 
thinks saves him $l0or $15 a year and which 
does not. 

The way to clothe one’s feet cheaply is to 
buy several pairs of shoes ata time and never 
to wear any of them out. Shoes worn twice 
a week will last for years, while a pair of 
shoes worn every day will not last more than 
afew months. Whenaman wears the same 
pair of shoes every day the strain comes on 
the same places in the shoes and the same 
parts of his feet; the shoes get damp and the 
tension is not relaxed except at night. When 
aman steps into a mud puddle or gets bis 
shoes rained on one day. the leather by the 
next dav is not lu a condition to be worn, 
while if the shoes were put away 
and let stand forafew days they would be all 
right again, and might even be better for hav- 
ing been wet. The style does not change in 
shees asin bats and clothes, so there is no 
trouble in preserving them indefinitely. Iwo 
pairs of patent leather low shoes will do for 
summer wear for five years if properiy 
treated. Three pairs of bet — | shoes will 
last for two years witbout needing half-soling. 
They will always look well, 8 all the shoes 
must be bought st once and kept for some 
time before being worn. This is 1 little point 
in economy which will save any reader of this 
paper more than ite cost.

A Presidential Order That Removes All 


Danger of a Transfer—Gen,. Wesley Mer- 
ritt’s Views—A Significant Alteration in 
Military Organizatien—St. Leuis Sure of 
a Large Post. 


“G 


HE danger, at 

one time threat- 
ening, that the head- 
quarters of the De- 
partment of the Mis- 
sour! would be trans- 
ferred from St. Louis 
to Chicago, has been 
averted by the assign- 
ment of officers made 
yesterday by order of 
the President. As has been explained in the 
columns of the Post-DISPATCH, since the 
death of Gen. Crook the Division of the Mis- 
sour has been without a commanding 
officer resident within its limits. Chi- 
cago was dissatisfied with this condi- 
tion of affairs, and brought pressure to 
bear upon Congress to have that city re-es- 
tablished as the real as well as the nominal 
beadquarters of the division. 

CHANGES BY PRESIDENTIAL ORDER. 

It was considered likely that the division 
would be placed under the command of Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, changed from a division to a 
department and the headquarters moved 
from St. Louls to Chicago. Another plan was 
to recreate the office of Lieutenant-General, 
promote Gen. Schofleld to that rank and make 
a vacancy for another Major-General, who 
should be stationed at Chicaga. 
The order issved yesterday puts an 
an effectual stop to the first plan and 
is regarded in military circles as an indication 
that the second will not becarried out. The 
order is as follows, and will take effect on 
September 1: 

I. Brig.-Gen. John Gibbon will relieve 

Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, in command of the 
Department of California: and of the Division 
of the Pacific, consisting of the Departments 
of California and the Coiumbia. 
#2. Maj.-Genm. Nelson A. Miles is assigned to 
the command ofthe Division of the Missouri, 
comprising the Departments of Dakota and 
the Platte. 

8. Brig.-Gen.. Alexander D. McCook is as- 


signed to the command of the Department of 
Arizona, with headquarters at Sante Fe, 


N. M. 

4. The commanding „ of the Depart- 
ments of the Missourr, Texas and Arizona will 
report directly to the beadquarters of the 
army. 

5. So much of the State of California as be- 
longs to the Department or Arizona is trans- 
ferred to the Department of California. 

The State of IIIInols is transferred from the 
Department of the Missouri tothe Division of 
the Missouri. Troops serving in that State 
wiil report directly to division headquarters. 

The District of New Mexico is discontinued. 
The posts in that district will report directiy 
to department headquarters. 

NO DANGER OF REMOVAL. 

In reference to the order Gen. Merritt aaid: 
„have received no official noiification of the 
changes contemplated, butif the telegram is 
correct there will be no further question of re- 
moving the headquarters of this department. 
There never was any thought of returning to 
Leavenworth, aud the only place considered 
was Chicago. With 4 major-rceneral 
stationed in that city, of course the 
question is settled, and the headquarters will 
remain here. Tue department of the Missouri 
will by the change cease to bea part of the 
Division of the Alissouri, and will report di- 
rect to Washington. 

EFFORTS OF THE REORGANIZATION. 

The changes made by the order are wide- 
spread and sweeping. In the first place the 
Division of the Missouri is disposed of, two of 
iis departments, trose of the Missouri and 
Texas. The department of Arizona, which 
ever since its creation has formed partof the 
Division of the Pacific, has been made an 
independent command, reportiug directly 
to Washington, and its nheadaquarters 
have been changed from Los Angeles, Cal., 
to Santa Fe, N. . The District of New 
Mexico, which was long part of the depart- 
ment of the Missouri, has been abolished. 
The department of the Columbia, including 
Oregon, Idaho and Washington, is 
without a Brigadier-General in command. 
The division of the Missouri has been reduced 
to the departments of the Platte and Dakota, 
and the divison of the Pacific to the depart- 
ments of California and the Columbia and is 
under the command of a brigadier-general, 
The departments of the Missouri, 
Texas and Arizona have been relieved from 
divisional control and will report direct to 
Washington. The effect of these changes will 
be to greatly reduce the authority of the 
major-generais, increase that of three briga- 
dier-generais, and very largely increase the 
centralization of control of the army by a 
civilian Secretary of War that has been going 
on ever since the retirement of Gen. Sherman. 
The Division of the Pacific, which since the 
transfer of the Department of Arizona has be- 
come the least important of the divisions, will 
be com manded by «a brigadier-general,and the 
most important of the divisions, that of the 
Missouri, will be placed in charge of Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, the youngest of the Major- 
Generals, and the one with the longest period 
of service before retirement. The dirinution 
in importaace of the division of the Pacific is 
regarded as indicative of the belief In Wasb- 
ington that Gen, Scnoficid will not be raised 
to the rank of Lieutenant-General, and that 
the number of Major-Generais will not be in- 
creased. The change is the most sweep'ng 
made in the organization of the 
army tor many years.

A New Jersey Lawyer Tricked by a Brace ef 
Sharpers. 


Mount Hotty, N. J., Aug. 9.—4 clever 
swindle has just been perpetrated here ina 
way that shows that the swindlers were by no 
means new at the business, and thelr victim 
is Mark R. Sooy, one ofthe foremost lawyers 
in the State and regarded as exceptionally 
shrewdin business matters.

Along with the 
pote as collateral were 200 shares of the 
Homestake Mining Co. Foster had entered 
into an agreement with Gibson whereby the 
latter wus empowered tq sell out the stock in 
the event of his failure to pay the note at 
maturity.

Foster of St. Louis appeared a teow 
days later and explained that he feared he 
would not be able to meet the note. He was 
much out of sorts at the idea of losing the 
stock. He showed Mr. Sooy a quotation of the 
Howestake at from 10% to 12 per share and 
begged that gentieman to have the stock sent 
to Philadelphia and sold, pay the note and let 
him (Foster) have the residue, but Mr. Sooy 
was unable to do this under the agreement 
and so informed Mr. Foster.

Mr. Sooy took pity on the man and advanced 
the $600 in cash to meetthe note. Then Mr. 
Sooy sent the mining stock on to New York for 
sale but it was returned as worthiess. 
nextsent it to Dehaven & Townsend of Phila- 
deiphia, who sold seventy-five shares at $10 
and sent a check to Mr. Sooy for the amount. 
He was just congratuinting himself on his es- 
cape whenatelegram was received from the 
Philadelphia brokers recalling the check, as 
they had discovered that the stock was bogus, 
By this time the swindlers had disappeared.
